THE YACHT KACE. 

"Valkyrie" Comes in First - 
Result Protested by the 
"Defender." 



The 



Details of the Contest— The American 
Sails a Very Plucky 
Race.

New York, Sept. 10.— Early in tho 
morning tho racers leisurely made tholr way 
down to the Hook from B*y Ridgo, whito 
winged and beautiful, Thoyoiroled in groat 
rings about tho red lightship until signals 
wont up for tho course, and then tho skip 
pers took a tighter grip of tho wheol. Capt, 
Hank Huff had mado a rooord in soaman 
ship on Saturday, and the Eng. 
I lab. skipper propared to regain 
the fame which had precodod him. 
The committeo boat, Walter A. Luckon- 
bach, was down on the ground in good sea- 
aon to-day and promptly hang up the signal 
which told tho racers that the courBO for the 
America's oup would bo over a trianglo of 
ton milea to tho angle, tho Arab leg boing to 
windward south, tho second northeaao to 
north, tho third northwest by woab, half 
weub. As Iho committee boat mado known 
the directions to those in charge, the 
wind droppod to the apood of about 
flvo miles an hour from a foroo of 
something like eight miles. Thero was no 
kind of a sea on, nor swell. The eurfaoo of 
the ocean waB most favorable to the Valky- 
rie. It was notioed while the contestants 
woro sailing around about tho line that waa 
to bo made, that their sails set equally as 
well as they did on Saturday. This waa eB- 
peoially the case with the Defender's white 
olub-top-sail. 

The preparatory gun was fired from the 
committeo boat sharp on tho appointed 
time of 10:50. JuBb before this the Val- 
kyrie had signalled to the Associated Press 
tug that her topsails yard had been lost 
overboard and she asked that tho Associat- 
ed Press tug should notify her tow boat, the 
Lawia Pulver, to pick it up, and tho apar 
waa reoovorod from the water. Both yaohts 
had baby jib-topaalls sot, whon, 
aftor aomo very clever manoeuvring about 
the lino, which had been drawn between the 
Luokenbaoh, to the westward of Sandy Hook 
lightship, and the lightship, tho boats stood 
down tho to lino. After tho skippers had 
performed all the " monkeying " that they 
could do.abovo the lino, they finally made 
their way down to the start. Coming to 
the first station the Valkyrie was to wind- 
ward and the Defender something like two 
lengtha astern and to leoward. It 
waa at thia point, about half a minute bo- 
fore the starting aignal should bo givon, that 
tho Defender overhauled the Valkyrie in a 
very rapid manner and had her noso almost 
up to the Valkyrie's beam when the latter 
cast off and blanketed the American boat so 
thoroughly that the Defender's baby jib- 
topsail and jib shook in the wind. 

Captain Haff, when he saw his head sails 
Bhaking and the movement of tho English- 
man in the way of an attempt to blankot 
him, threw the Defendor high up as though 
about to tack, or at least to paea under the 
Valkyrie's stern and got to windward of tho 
Briton. Tho Valkyrie was vory promptly 
aware of this move and luffed up well into 
the wind. They wero then both almoBb on 
the line. As the Valkyrie luffed hor boom 
went smash against tho jib topeail 
and stay of tho Defender, and that 
concussion was the cause of the 
protest that camo later. Of course 
the Valkyrie we^t over the . lino first 
and to windward, The Defender was oloBe 
after her, but she had baroly got over tho 
line when tho shoot of hor jib-topsail parted. 
Both boats were on tho starboard tack at 
tho time so both olalmed that they had tho 
right of way. It waa a question among tho 
exports who were looking on whether or 
nob the Defender was at that moment tho 
ovorhauling boat. If she had boon, it waa, 
according to tho rules, her place to givo 
way. 

The fino point came in among tho discus- 
sions cf tho sharps whether the Defendor, 
which had been blankotod, and had thou 
fallen back in speed because of hor luff, waa 
the ovorhauling vessel. All the aamo, with 
tho parting of tho baby jib-topsail halyard 
the sail flapped in the wind and assisted in 
the loosening of itBOwn stay— the top stay on 
the Btarboard aide. The alack of the top- 
mast stay allowed tho topmaBt to bend far 
over toward the water on tho port aide, ao far 
that it looked for a moment as though 
tho mast was about to bo carriod away. 
Capt. Haff instantly eaBed off hia veaaol. He 
probably folt that had ho come up to tho 
wind and mot its full strength with his olub 
topsail going, tho entire upper outfib would 
have been oarrlod away, 80 ho eaBed off to 
find out what real damago had been dono, 
He diacovered that the topmast had boon 
aprung. 

Tho Dofonder had held up tho rod protoBb 
flag whon tho Valkyrie's boom interfered bo 
much with hor progress, bub BtiU she wont 
on hor journoy not vory muoh worsted by 
the collision, bub still gaining. Aftor cross- 
ing the lino she camo around in about a 
minuto and a half before taok- 
ing and thon sagged to leoward so far, 
because of Captain Haff'o appro- 
heneion that her uppor starboard 
rigging would nob hold thab a good many poo- 
pie Bald that she was out of the race, that 
she had given it up. Others who know 
hotter, remarked thab tho Dtfender people 
would be curs if they dared quit before thoy 
gob a decision from tho committeo in charge 
and lb proved that tho labtor parby wore 
right. 

Aftor tho yaohts oame about to the port 
tack, Boon aftor crossing tho lino, the Val- 
kyrie was a good oighth of a milo to wind- 
ward and aoveral lengtha ahoad. As thoy 
stood away on tho port tack the wind In- 
creased to eight or cine mlleB an hour. 
During tho taok the Valkyrie plainly out- 
footed aud outpointed the Defoiador, whioh 
dip nob dare to run up any sail on 
tho jib topsail Btay. At 11:25 the Defendor 
oame about to starboard and the Valkyrie 
followed. On this taok the Defender 
pointed up pretty well and went 
pretty faat, but tho Vaikyrio did bettor. 
At 12:54 tho Defender was the first to oomo 
about and oho did it in a very slow, bIov- 
enly, oareleos manner, occupying no loss 
than 27 aooonds. The Valkyrie followed 
her opponent's example, but started to raco 
aa a boat out for a oup should raoe. (The 
Valkyrie took in her balloon jib-topsail 
and roplaood It with a baby. She also set a

Turkish Troops Let Loose in Asia 
Minor to Kill, Outrage and 
Destroy. 



CAPITAL NOTES, 



Stoppage of the Circulation of Bibles 
by the Government 
Authorities. 



London, Sept. 10. — A dispatch to the 
Daily News from Kars, Russian Armenia, 
says tho ontiro district of Konacks ia sur- 
rounded by Turkish troopa dispatched by 
Z'.'kki Paaha, under the plea of arresting 
Armenian revolutionists. Tho villages of 
Kami, Tirigngener, Tortan, Boropul and 
Mariga aro reported to bo completely aaok- 
od, and tho population, aggregating 5,000 
people, foully doalt with. Tho mon wore 
tortured and tho women and children 
raviahed. The four monasteries of Auk- 
Wauk, Sourphop, Thorvoritohoga and Scupp- 
kagop wero saoked and tho altars and imageB 
were destroyed. Tho exoitement and alarm 
aro universal. 

Authentic Information from Moosh is to 
the effsot that an onti Christian Bocioty of 
Turkish oilioials has boon formed there and 
at Bltlis, with the avowed intention to 
slaughter the Christiana in the ovenb of the 
acceptance by the Porto of tho soheme of 
reforms presontod by tho powers Id ia do- 
olared that Consul Hampeon ia to be tho first 
victim. 

New York, Sept. 10.— Herrant M. Klr- 
etohjlan, aeoretary of tho Armenian Relief 
Association, haa given the following to the 
press, containing a diroob communication 
from tho valley of Mooah, being an extract 
from a private letter, dated ia August, not 
written for publication : 

" The remnant of the people from tho 
Sasaoun region have returned to their vil- 
lages. They are rebuilding tho ruins, but 
the govornmont is raising obstacles, bo that 
the rebuilding may be retarded, The gov- 
ernmnt has let looeo tho BakranBi Kurds 
over tho hills of Saasoun. Our people who 
have returned to their ruined villages aro in 
terror and dismay. Kurds who are friendly 
with our villages have Bent us word, saying: 
For the lovo of God, arise and flee that you 
may savo your lives. Tho govornmenb haa 
broughb the Bakransi Kurds for tho purpose 
of exterminating what is left of your people.' 

This has thrown tbo people into great 
anguish. LaBt year they had somo armB 
with which to defend themaelveB, ThiB 
year thoy have not that means of protection. 
Wo boo no hope of asaistanco from God or 
man." 

This will help to explain, also, the mean- 
ing of a diBpatoh to the London Daily Telo- 
graph, to the effeot thab tho horrora of the 
preaenb famine around the whole region of 
the masBaoro are aggravated by the faot that 
the peasant!/ of a portion of the Sasaoun dis- 
trict, not having enough land to raise wheat 
auffioient for their sustenance, were in the 
habit of buying the remainder from Diar- 
bakir, in exohango for fruit and other pro- 
ducts. Bbt now, with the hostile Kurdish 
tribes that wero the leadors of the masaaoros 
of Iaat year Infesting the country, the 
Armeniana dare nob venture out of their 
villages for fear of being attacked. 

Constantinople, Sopt. 10, — The Turkish 
authorities at various ports of Asia Minor, 
notably at Beyrout and Sasaoun, are again 
subjecting packages sent by the American 
Bible Houso of thlo oity for the mission sta- 
tions to freeh examinations and delays at 
tho port of arrival, notwithstanding the 
faot thab all packages are carefully examined 
by tho customs authorities at Constantino- 
ple. Nob only are auoh cases of frequenb 
ocourronce, but the customs officials at 
Beyrout havo Btoppod a consignment of 16,- 
000 Bibles and other books duly authorized 
to circulate in the empire, on the pretext 
that oaoh book has to bear tho stamp of the 
ministry of public instruction, this being 
quite contrary to the oontraot existing on 
the Bubjeob botween tho United States and 
the Porto. Mr. Terrill, the American mln- 
iBtor, haa addreaBed a note to the Porto 
protesting againab thia violation of oontraot 
and demanding the release of the consign- 
ment in question. 

The dragomans of the British, French and 
Ruaaian embassieB have receivod the deci- 
sion of the porto with roferenco to Armenia. 
Tho porto's proposod concession entitles the 
dragomana of the three powers to deal with 
the Turkish nommlttoo of control, which is 
to superintend tho application of tho reform. 
No Christian valinor mutesaarla will be ap- 
pointed in the administrative offioea, but 
will be chosen in proportion to tho popula- 
tion. The muteaaaria will be eleoted to tho 
councils of tho eldors, and a oonatabulary 
will bo established. It 1b not bellovod that 
the concessions will satisfy the powers. Ib 
is pointed out that owing to the poraooutlon 
tho Christian population is eo diminished in 
many districts that it Ib now in tho minority. 
Tho officials thereof would always bo Mo- 
hammedana,

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PREVOST CHARGED. 



Hearinir of tho Information Against 
Him Begun at the Police 
Court. 



Some Very Important Evidence as to 
His Two Bank Ac- 
counts. 

Great interest was taken by tho public in 
the preliminary hearing yesterday of the 
charges against J. C. Provost, registrar of 
the Supremo court. Tho spaao for specta- 
tors ab the police court waa crowded with 
peoplo, and although the proceedings wore 
rather uninteresting from a sensational 
standpoint, tho spectators remained till ad- 
journment. 

Prevost, though somewhat r.alo, was oalm 
and composed when placed in tho dock. He 
avoided looking at the crowd and kopt his 
gaze upon tho banch whilo awaiting tho 
magistrate's arrival. When Polico Magis- 
trate Maorae took his seat, at tho request of 
Mr. J. A. Aikman, who appeared for the 
defence, Prevost was allowed to sit beside 
hia counsel. 

Mr. A, G. Smith, deputy attorney-gen- 
eral, represented the Crown. 

Tho firati charge, which Was brought on 
information laid by Supt. Hussoy, was 
" that James Charles Prevost on or about 
the 2'2ad day of December 189,'!, at the city 
of Victoria, in tho counry and province aforo- 
said, being then and there employed in the 
service of Her Majesty, and being thon and 
there by virtuo of his said employment in 
possession of certain moneys the property 
of Her Mujeaty to tho amount of $3,154 49, 
did nnlavvlully atoal tho said moseys." 

Mr. Smith firat put in aB an exhibit the 
official guzotte with Mr. Provost's appoint- 
ment aa registrar of the Supreme court, 
dated May 3, 1879. Other exhibits were 
orders of the oourt constituting. Prevost re- 
ceiver in 1893 of the moneys in the Bank of 
B. C. v. the Vancouvor Shipbuilding &. 
Trading Co. and other suits over tho com- 
pensation due tho sealor Vancouver Bello 
for damages auffored under tho modus Viv- 
endi. 

Alfred Flett, deputy minister of finance, 
was sworn as the first witness. He identi- 
fied a oopy of a letter dated June 14, 1S92, 
from the minister of finance to Prevost and 
also an Intimatir n sent to the Bank of B.C. 
that, a separate account should bo kopt by 
Prevost of all moneys intrusted to his 
charge aa regiatrar of the Suprome court and 
that no oheok or draft ahould bo uccepted by 
the bank against such account unlesa duly 
signed by tho duly authorized registrar of 
the conrt. 

C. A. Goffin, accountant of the Bmk of 
British Columbia, stated that Prevost bad 
two accounts at the bank prior to June 14, 
1892 ; one was J. C. Provost's private ac- 
count, tho olhor bis account as registrar. 
On June 20, 1892, a new account waB opened 
in the lame of the " Registrar of the 
Suprome Court of B. C. for the time being 
at Viotoria." This was in consilience ot 
written instructions from the treasury de- 
partment. There wbb transferred to thiB 
acoonnt $5,679 27- On June 24, 1893, Pre- 
vost deposited (the deposit slip being in his 
writing) the sum of $5,112 to his private 
account. The doposib oonalated first of a 
check for $5,102 on account of the marine 
department, Oitawa, drawn on the Bank of 
Montreal, Ottawa, by A. R, Milne, collector 
of customs, Viotoria. This check was 
forwarded to Ottawa and oolleotod. 
The balance of the $5,112 waB a $10 oheok 
of Bodwell & Irving. Witness was Bhown 
and recognizsd a check for $3,154 49 drawn 
by aocused on account of the "Registrar of 
the Suprome court for tho timo being," and 
paid out on December 22 or 23, 1893. Thab 
was nob the account into which bhe $5,112 
waB paid. 

A. R. Milne, oollector of oustoms, Bworn, 
stated that in 1893 ho, in conjunction with 
Capb. Gaudin, waB specially deputized 
by the Imperial government!, through 
the department of Marine and Fisheries, to 
distribute the amount awarded by tho Im- 
perial government) for losses sustained 
during 1891 by British eoaling vessels by 
reason of insufficient notico of the modus 
Vivendi, A olaim was put In by the Van- 
couver Ship Building & Trading Co., owners 
of the Vancouvor Belle. There were other 
claimants for the award. Tho amount 
awarded was $5,102 in all, including $100 
allowed for preparation of claim. ThiB 
amount was paid to Jameo O. Prevost (re- 
ceipb produced) aa reooiver, by order of tho 
Suprome oourb. It was paid by check made 
out to James C. Provost, recolvor Supreme 
court, and waa datod June 21, 1893. 

P. A Irving, of Bodwell & Irving, rocog- 
nizsd a oheok for $3,154 49, endorsed by his 
firm, aoting as agontB for Corbould, MoColl, 
Wilson k Campbell, Vancouver. Tho oheck 
was signed by J. C. PrevoBt, Supremo court 
registrar, and waa duly honored and the 
amount remitted to Vancouvor. It was in 
payment of threo judgments against the 
Vancouver Shipbuilding & Trading Co. 

To this charge the accuBbd when askod by 
the magistrate if ho had anything to Bay, 
answered, "Nothing." 

Tho noxt charge against Prevost wos 
" that James Charles Provost on tho 21st 
day of January, 1S95, at tho city of Vic- 
toria, boing thon and there employed in the 
sorvico of Her Majesty, and being then and 
there by virtuo of his said employment 
in possession of certain moneys tho proper- 
ty of Hor Majesty, to tho amount of $824, 
did unlawfully Btoal tho said moneys." 

A number of exhibits wore put in by the 
crown in this ohargo, including orderB of the 
court in 1892 appointing Prevost adminis- 
trator of the Brotohie estate, with power to 
sell or lease property ; also, a oourt ordor 
confirming in April 1892 tho Bale of a por- 
tion of lot 1,278 of that estato to D. R. 
Harris. 

Dennis R. Harris, financier and real estate 
agenb, Bworo thab he had in 1 802 bought for 
a client a portion of lob 1,278, from tho ac- 
cused as administrator of the Brotchlo es- 
tate. It was sold by W. R Clark os auc- 
tioneer. Of tho $2,000 tho prloo paid for 
the property, $500 waB given on aocounb to 
tho auctionoor W. R. Clark. The balance 
was paid to Prevost on April 25, 1892, by 
oheok (aheck produced) fcr $1,505; this in- 
cluded $5 for tho deed, 

H. B. W. Aikman, a momber of tho firm 
of Drake, Jackson & Holmcken, recognized 
a oheok dated January 21, 1895, payablo to 
tho firm, which purported to ho drawn by 
J. C. Prevost and endorsed by wltnflsa, fehe 
amount, b?ing $824. Wibnesa was not awaro 
what the firm had received the oheok in pay 
menb of 

Hero Mr. J. A. Aikman, tho prisoner's 
oounBol, Bald ho was tho momber of the firm 
who had reoeivod tho oheok ; bub of oourso, 
as counsel for tho defence it would be some- 
what awkward If ho had to oppear as a wit 
ncBB. 

C. A Goffin, aooountant of tho Bank of 
B. C, gave evldonoo thab tho oheok for 
$1,505 about whioh Mr. Harris had glvon 
evidence was iiald by Provost Into his pri 
vato aocounb. 

At this point It was dooided to adjourn 



the hearing until to-morrow (Thursday) ab 

2:30 p m 

Tho preliminary hearing of the oaBO ot 
William Henry Falding, \V ostminstor's do- 
faultins regiatrar, has baon rrnnanded for 
ono week, by which time tho preparation of 
tho case for the crown will have been com- 
pleted. Falding, since his return to West- 
minster, is said to h'lvo stated to a friend 
thab ho was almost insane from drink and 
tho uh« of narcotics beforo he determined 
upon fl'ght, and that ho made no effort 
wh»tover to cover his tracks. Ho went over 
**>u OPR. to Winnipeg and rhence to 
Minneapolis where he remained with friends 
Ijug enough to sober up and realize his 
position. He then determined to give him- 
self up ; ho ab onco purchased a tiokob for 
Seattle and startod on tho Northern Pacific 
train westward. How ho was apprehended 
at Spokane and brought back to the Royal 
City has already beon told. The defioib in 
hiB aooountB was aboub $3,000, but tho 
money recovered will reduae this to $2,000 
or thereaboutB.

JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

The Education of Nurses in Maternity Cases 
-Keport of the Specif.l Committee. 

Tho following is the roport of Mesers. J. 
Stuart Yates and Charles Hayward, the 
special committee appointed to consider tho 
subject, to tho meeting of tho board of dir- 
ectors of the Royal Jubiloo Hospital on 
Monday night : 

Gkntlkmen, — Your oommitteo upon 
whom it haB dovolved to elaborato a Bohome 
for the extension of the education of tho 
nureeB to maternity cases have found tho 
projeot surrounded with many difficulties 
and out a few objections. 

They have interviewed both the prosont 
medical officer and the matron ab tho hos- 
pital with referenco to lotting tho nurses 
havo their maternity clinical training, or at 
least a part of it, at tho maternity homo. 

The first objection to thab was thab the 
training not being under the supervision of 
tho doctor and matron they could not give 
a certificate as to their qualifications. .This 
difficulty may be got over by lotting the 
nurse get a certificate from the medioal man 
who attends tho oaBO ab the home. 

The next objection, and a serious one, 
was that of depriving tho Jubilee hospital 
of the services of a nurse during tho laBt 
threo months of her service, just when she is 
of the most use and benefit to tho institu- 
tion which haB trained her. 

Then again, ib was urged foroibly, and 
with good reason, that ib was never safo to 
be without our full complement of nine 
nuracp; and if one nurse was taken away 
(say three months before the expiration of 
her time) to attend a case ab tho maternity 
home, a probationer must bo taken on at 
once to take her place. Then the senior 
nurse, having served her term at tho ma- 
ternity home, was entitled to return to the 
Jul let hospital for the unoxpired balance 
of tier term— and there is no room in the 
ho-niral in caso of suoh an emergoncy. 

Your oommitteo, with tho view of pro- 
viding more accommodation, inspec ed the 
space over the corridors and pay wai Is, and 
came to the conclusion that the Bpaoe there 
could be converted into three or four good 
rooms ab not muoh expense. The projeoo 
was laid before Dr. Davie for his opinion, 
and he disapproved of the Bame, aa it would 
do away at once with the original pavilion 
plan of the hospital. 

Your committoo then inspected the spaco 
under tho medioal pay wards on tho mon's 
side of tho hospital, and ascertained that 
two rooms might be made bhere which 
oould accommodate the male nurse and 
Dudgeon, and leave the room at present oo 
oupied by them free to be ocoupied by any 
nurso returning to the hospital as above 
mentioned. 

Until further aooommodatlon for tho 
nursing staff Ib provided your committee 
would not recommend thab a nureo should 
be permitted to leave tho hospital for the 
purpose of attending at tho maternity 
home exoopb within the last month of her 
term and until there was no probability of 
her having to return to the hospital. 

Your committee would recommend thab, 
subject to the abovo conditions, and & sat- 
isfactory arrangoment being oome to with 
tho maternity homo authorities with rof- 
erenco to the charge to be made for training 
our nurses in obstetrical cases there, each 
nurso wishing it should be permitted to go 
to the home for tho period of ono month 
either at tho end of hor two years' course at 
tho hospital or within the last month of thab 
course. 

Your committee would also recommond 
that the maternity home should be paid the 
sum of $20 per month for each nurse trained 
at >hn homf. 

To meet this expense your oommitteo 
would reoommond thab in future the remu- 
neration of pupil nurses should be $5 for the 
first twelve months, $10 for the next bIx 
months, and $15 for the final six months. 
That if a nurse loaves during hor two years' 
oourso her salary for tho month bo applied 
towards tho payment due to the maternity 
homo for her obatotrioal training. 

Your committoo are informod that there 
will bo four caaes at the home within tho 
noxt month, and would therefore recommond 
that tho above scheme be put upon its trial 
forthwith, aud that Miss Ferris, whoso two 
year oouiso expires on the20thof thismonth, 
bo tho first nurse to reooivo truining at tho 
home.

FREEDOM OF THE PRESS. 

(There are many, both in Canada and the 
United StateB, who in tholr hearts consider 
that in those countries the press is too free, 
(Th*y complain that the newspapers fro 
quontly make a bad use of their freedom, 
that instead of elevating the people they 
kelp to demoralize them. They also deolare 
that it would be better for the people if 
many of the books that are published and 
Ireely sold to all who have money to buy 
thorn never saw the light. We have no 
doubt that there will be found some in thi 
free country who believe that a censorship 
at the press is not so bad a thing as it is 
represented to bs by many lovers of 
freedom. And it will certainly have to be 
remitted that the freedom of the press in 
this and other countries is sometimes grossly 
abused. But do thoBe who denounce a free 
press try to imagine thestate that the country 
■would be in if the press were muzzled, if 
Mwspapera were permitted to publish noth 
leg but what an official ot the government 
of the day approved and sanctioned 1 This 
la the state of things that exists in Russia 
to day, and that has long exlstod in that 
country. Mr. Reginald George Burton tells 
oj in the August number of the Westmin 
iter Review that in Russia 

" No book is allowed to bo printed until 
St has passad througt the hands of and boon 
approved by the censor, and therefore many 
-works emerge from his office in a sadly mu 
iilated condition. Newspapers that In the 
opinion of the censor have offended receive a 
warning the first time of sinning, aro fined 
for further offence, and finally, in c&so of 
necessity, aro altogether suppressed. Striot 
though it is now, howovor, this censorship 
is nothing to what it used to be some forty 
jeara ago ; reforms were instituted in the 
reign of Alexander II, bub oven yet many 
kbsurditiea are perpetrated in the oensor's 
uffieo." 

It can easily bo understood that when 
writer has the fear of the censor continually 
before his eyes his thoughts do not run 
freely, and that sometimes muoh that is to be 
found in his manuscript has been written to 
please the censor rather than to Instruct or 
amuse the public. Instances are given in 
Mr. Burton's article of tho depress!:;;; offeot 
whioh the csnaorship has on authors and 
kheir work. Ho goes on to Bay : 

" Nor is it only with regard to literature 
ibnt excessive strictures of the censorship 
hoa a disastrous effocb. In Russia it is im 
yoaBlblo to bellovo what ono reads, for every- 
thing boars tho ImprosB of falsity. Statistics 
published by supremo ordor aro falsified and 
no ono knows what is going on in tho 
country, whether tho cholera is raging 
or aro tho peasants famlnoBtriokon, conse- 
quently the people suffer indirectly for want 
of relief during famino, whilst the cholera 
may bo Bproad broadcast over tho land. For 
inutanco, in the preaont your tho writer 
visited Nijni Novgorod at tho time of the 
jreat fair thero and found that tho oholora 
■was raging thero and had boon for somo 
Umo. Notwithstanding this tho Govern 
roont published no statistics of oholora at 
jHljnl, but gave that town a clean bill of 
health, at tho risk of spreading tho diuoaao 
»U ovor .Europoan Russia and Asia and with 
the bonevolont object in vlow of not intor 
rupting tho business of tho market. 

" Thus ail this suroly causes material 
harm. DlBtross and famino existing in 
Dut!ying districts, are kepb secrot, and the 
wretched peasants porish for wanb of that 
assistance whioh they would recolvo from 
charitable people if their requirements wore 
raada known, Further, no comments are 
allowed to bo printed on tho actions of civil 
or military ollioors, polico, or any Govern 
ment officials, and bhoro is consequently 
tittle to prevont thorn abusing tholr power, 
a privilogo of whioh they frequently avail 
lhomsolvoB." 

Wo think that there aro very few in this 
or »ny othor country who would not prefor 
a froo press with all its faults and drawbacks 
to a muzzlod press such as oxisbs in Russia. 
What would be tho condition of tho Govern- 
mend and the' pooplo in this country if tho 
newspapers wero forbiddon, on pain of fine, 
- Imprisonment of oditors and suppression, to 
comment upon tho doings and misdoings of 
poblio officials of all kinds T What ohook 
would thero bo on mlsgovornmont and offi- 
dal tyranny and corruption of all kinds? 



There is, however, this to bs said : Indis- 
criminate abuse of offioiala and constant con- 
demnationof theactaof Government, whether 
deservsd or not, have pretty much tho same 
effect as no criticism at all. In this matter 
in many othors extremes meet. But, 
happily, in countries where the press is per- 
fectly free, those who havo control of it often 
show that they poaseas high principle, sound 
Bense and good judgment, and ib is simply 
impossible to over-estimate the valuo to a 
community of a free proas so guided. 



A DISASTROUS CONDITION. 

So deep is the dlscroas of those engaged in 
agrioulture in Great Britain and so dark 
are their prospects that they have prevailed 
upon "a large body of members of the 
Huuao of Commons, not all of them political 
supporters of tho present Government," to 
apply to Lord Salisbury for measures of re- 
lief. This is very significant. Englishmen 
as a rule are solf-reliant. Thoy are not in 
tho habit when thoy feel tho pinch of hard 
times of looking to tho Government for help. 
It h only because a very large proportion of 
the agriculturists of the nation oonaider that 
tho polioy of tho Government is unjust to 
them that they have come to believe that it 
Bhould in common fairness interpose to 
mitigate suffering whioh it has dono not a 
little to bring about. 

Iu reply to the rcqueBt of tho National 
\grioultural Union for the early and favor- 
able consideration of tho Government, tho 
Prime Minister aaid that he and his col- 
leagues regard the deplorable state of tho 
agricultural interest " with the deepest 
anxiety and sympathy," and are "fully 
conscious how sovoro the trial is whioh tho 
disastrous condition of this great national 
industry imposes upon all whose subsistence 
depends upon its prosperity." This is very 
strong languago for a British statesman to 
use, and the condition of British farmers 
must bo indeed disastrous when Lord Salis- 
bury alludes to ib in a letter intendod for 
publication in terms so emphatio and bo feel 
ing. Ho says further that " tho Govern 
ment haa earnestly rosolvod to moke every 
effort in their power to mitigate the misfor- 
tunes whioh have fallen upon that import 
ant industry." 

The Times commenting on the appoai of 
the National Agricultural Union, remarks 

" We oannob Bay how far Lord Salisbury's 
lottor will go to satisfy tho expectations to 
whioh Lord Winohelsea refers. It is Im- 
possible, we fear, by any form of words con 
sistent with reasonable caution and reserve 
' to allay tho painful feeling of anxiety 
that prevails in the agricultural districts ' — 
still less ' to put courage and hope into 
thousands of farmers and laborers who, es- 
pecially In thu corn-growing counties south 
of tho Trent, where the harveab will be one 
of the mosb disastrous on record, contem 
plate the coming winter with absolute dla 
may.' There would be serious dangor of 
raising exaggerated and unreasonable hopes, 
and we are glad to see that Lord Salisbury 
has taken care to abstain from doing so." 

The Times Itself, though profuse in its ox 
presslons of sympathy and goodwill, cannot 
honostly hold out any hops to the suffering 
agriculturists. " Thero are," it says 
doubt, advantages to be gained by carrying 
out somo of tho suggestions of tho memorial, 
though loss, perhipB, than its authors antloi 
pate. Bub when wo look into thorn closely wo 
aro unable to oome to tho conclusion that 
they can effect a far-roaching ohango in tho 
conditions under which agriculturo has to 
ba conduotod in these islands." 

This is cold comfort to mon tho main 
cauBO of whoso suffering is ruinous com 
petition with foreign producers. It does 
not Boom to the Times that the decrees of 
free trade can, undor any oiroumstanoeB, be 
altered. The farmers may starve and British 
land may bo allowed to become wilderness, 
bab free trade musb remain. Tho agrloul 
tural Interoat musb bo sacrificed in order 
that farm produce of all kinds may continue 
to be allowed to enter tho British market 
free of duty. There are somo in Great 
Britain who believe that this is making a 
fetish of freo trado, and the influence of 
those pooplo is every day widoning and 
strengthening. Canadian farmers would do 
woll to take this trade leBson to hoarb. Over 
fifty years of froo trado havo reduoed tho 
farmers of Groat Britain, according to tho 
admission of free traders thomsolves, to a 
most disastrous condition, yot when somo 
relief Is aBked for tho freo traders can soo no 
way to mitigate the suffering which froe 
trado haB causod. 



ment of Canada thftt h might " go to the 
everlasting deuce," and that she would man- 
age these things in her own way. What, in 
such a case, does the Spectator Bupposo 
that the masterful Parliament of Canada 
would do about It? How would ib assert 
its mastery ? 

A GOOD RIDDANCE. 

The English TradoB Union Congress 
whioh met iu Cardiff a few doys ago happily 
gob rid of the odium of Suoiallsm which was 
bringing tho organ ! zations inio disoredit. 
Tho resolution which deolarod that the 
Congress was *.n favor of placing the moanB 
of production transportation and exchange 
in the hands of Governmonb was carried 
lust year by a side wind. The proceedings 
of the Congress the other duy showed very 
clearly that the majority of tho members of 
tho unions were not in favor of ultra-socialis- 
tic principles. It happened last year as it 
often happens in such organizations the 
noisy and the pushing men gained the day 
beutuBethe quiot and thinking men were 
not prepared to withstand them. Uut the 
oommibtoo of CongroBB this your spont some 
time and took a little troublo to deprive 
the mero " jaw-smiths" of the power they 
wero so ready to abuso. Thoy struck out 
of tho Hsb of delegates tho names of those 
who no longer follow tho trades thoy aro al- 
leged to represent. This oporation had tho 
effe:ib of weakonlng tho Socialistic represen- 
tation. Thsy also regulated tho representa- 
tion !n a uuh a way that the largest unions 
had their proportionate sharo of inlluonco in 
the Congress. " Under former rules the re. 
prosoutatlves of small and unimportant 
unions did most of tho talking and crowdod 
out tho delegates of tho larger and wealthier 
organizations." 

Tho CongroBB saw that tho time had como 
when lb was noaossary for tho Trades 
Unions to got rid of the reproach of social- 
ism that had dono them so much harm at 
tho late general election. It will be re- 
membered that in that election the English 
Labor Party aa far as ropresontation in 
Parliament was ooncornod was almost wiped 
oub of existenoo. lb was comparatively 
easy to do this as the great majority of tho 
members of English Trades Unions aro not 
only nob Socialists but are stoutly opposed 
to Socialism. Many of them aro sound Con- 
servatives, and most of those who are 
Liberals aro far from being Socialists. 
Tho Socialists loft in tho Congress will, it iB 
probable, bo very sore over their defeat, but 
tho oause of Trades Unionism will be muoh 
tho better for tho Cardiff purgo.

But suppose Manitoba coolly and firmly in- 
forms the Parliament of Canada that ib may 
go to the ovorlaating douco, and thut aho 
will manage her owu schools in hor own 
way. What, in suoh a oaso, is tho niaotor- 
ful Parliament of Canada going to do about 
It ? How will it aeoorb its mas tory I 

Hero is part of tho Citizen's rojoindor : 
Tho Spectator might ask the same ques- 
tion about any other matter In whioh the 
Dominion Parliament has jurisdiction. Tho 
Confederation Aob gives ib legislative auth- 
ority over a large numbor of subjoots and 
limits those in whioh provincial authority is 
auprome. Purllamont alono has to do with 
ourronoy, with bills of exchange and pro- 
missory notes, Intorosb, logal tendor, bank- 
ruptcy and Insolvency, marriago and di- 
vorce, tho criminal law, trade and com- 
merce, etc, 

Now, Bupposo that tho Legislature of On- 
tario pans an aob establishing a divorce 
courb, or Bhould issue greenbacks and mako 
bhom legal tender, or Bhould Imposo protec- 
tive dutioa upon goods entering the pro- 
vlnoe, either from other provinces or from 
foroign lands. Suppose further, that, in 
the language of the Spectator, Ontario

PEAR OR LOSE THEMSELVES. 



Some of Tli.-in Walk Out of Homo Circles 
anil Are Never Heard or Acatn— Aberra- 
tion of Mind ((no at the UauseH— StnniKO 
Cases or This Character. 

In a community of 2,000,000 bouIh 11 
man must be; great indeed to command 
general notice. The young man who 
comes from the country, leaving behind 
him a happy fireside filled with loved 
ones and bringing with him only his 
fond mother's Bible and a fow neces- 
saries, to try his luck in the city, comes 
unheralded, to bo quickly swallowed up 
in a whirlpool of uninterested, selfish 
humanity. Humanitarians aro the ex- 
ception here. He does not iill the ocean, 
and tho simple drop ho represents will 
not bo missed when ho vanishes. 

There aro thousands of dark corners 
in a groat city, and in ono of these ho 
may bo found dead, with marks of vio- 
lence upon him. Tho coroner's jury may 
find a verdict of "killed by some person 
unknown," and, unidentified, tho poor 
boy finds final rest in the pauper's grave, 
while tho loved ones at homo wonder at 
his silence that is never broken. Tho 
merciless waters surrounding tho town 
wash unceasingly in and out of dread, 
dark nooks in black, slimy places under 
piors and ferry slips, and objects aro of- 
ten found there which loving mothers 
and tender sisters should not look upon. 
Thero aro resorts in tho groat city from 
whonco the innocent, unsuspecting 
youug man is followed by the assassin. 
There aro open places where desperadoes 
lio in wait for victims and kill without, 
either mercy or remorse, and for such 
a pittance of plunder that ono wonders 
that they mako tho venture. A great 
event is but "a nino days' wonder" in a 
great city, for what length of timo will 
tho pooplo boar in mind tho murder of 
an unknown man? 

Tho scones in tho thoroughfares are 
kaleidoscopic, with instant changes. 
Tho stories of tho disappearance and 
wanderings of tho people aro sometimes 
sad, but they aro frequently amusing. 
In many cases aberration of mind is the 
causo of disappearance, and while the 
wholo city is alarmed tho object of 
search is innocently wandering among 
tho searchers after him and contributing 
to tho hue and cry. 

Only yesterday I heard of a man who 
came from tho west nino years ago and 
found himsolf in Providence, so dazed 
that ho lost his identity, and under tho 
first name that eamo to his mind start- 
ed a business which he continued with 
success there for six years. Ono day, at 
tho end of that timo, ho wont to Paw- 
tucket ou business and again lost his 
identity. Again ho started a new busi- 
ness and mado a success of it for three 
years when ho remembered his Provi- 
dence name and returned thero recently 
to resume hia fawner oceu[?.uiiau. 

It was six years ago, while I was liv- 
ing in a flat with my aged pnronts, that 
a strango caso of aberration of mind 
came under my personal notice. It illus- 
trated that tho cause may bo grief, while 
other cases show that business troubles 
lead up to it. In tho first fiat lived a 
physician and his wife, a very estimable 
lady of sorno 50 years, who was also a 
practicing physician. Both woro grad- 
uates of medical colleges and thoy had 
their own patients. It may bo granted 
that tho lady was of sound mind and 
fair reasoning power. Tho husband died 
very suddenly and for threo days tho 
widow remained inconsolable, lament- 
ing his unexpected death. 

At tho end of that timo she went out 
alono for a walk. She walked several 
miles up town, as nearly as sho after- 
ward xomembeied, and then turned to 
go home. But everything seemed strango 
to her and she could not decide what 
direction to take. Sho thought of tho 
recourse! that comes to every mystified 
person in a gr^at city and decided to ask 
a policeman to sot her right. But after 
arriving at this conclusion sho could not 
remember tho street or the number of 
tho streot whore her homo was, and 
worso than all she could not recall her 
name. Sho was nut addicted to tho use 
of liquor, as this state of affairs would 
indicate, nor was she of a constitution- 
ally weak intellect. 

In this dilemma, as she afterward 
told mo, sho wanted to talk to some- 
body, just to hear her own voico, and 
she stopped tho first policeman who 
came in view. She recognized tho fact 
that tho officer might think hor either 
drunk or crazy, but while she had en- 
tirely lost both her name and address 
from her mind she was perfectly sane 
on all other subjects. She asked him, 
first, if ho knew where sho lived. Ho 
stared at her quizzically at first, seem- 
ing to want to suggest an insane asy- 
lum, but her elegant attire and common 
senso face refuted that idea.

At tho head and foot lot an 
iron guard bo screwed to tho bed frame. 
Tho strip of board slipped into this will 
keep tho littlo folks quite safe and save 
much anxious care. Any blacksmith 
can make such a guard of three-eighths 
inch round iron, and two screws will 
not disfigure tho wood materially. A 
similar guard may bo mado of hard 
wood in tho homo workshop if pre- 
ferred. 

Blackberry Jam. 

For every pound of fruit allow three- 
quarters of a pound of sugar. Put the 
fruit in preserving kettle, stir and crush 
with wooden spoon and boil 30 minutes. 
Then add sugar and boil slowly !30 min- 
utes longer. Put in small pots or tum- 
blers and cover first witli tissue paper, 
wet with tho white of an egg, then with 
cotton batting. 

Pineapple Preserves. 

A delicious pineapple preserve is 
made as follows : Select mellow pnes 
and cut in slices. To (i pounds of fruit 
uso U'o pounds of sugar and !i pints of 
water. Cook tho sugar and water to- 
gether. When it boils, skim, add the 
fruit and cook ten minutes.

Proceedings This Week Expected to 
Be of Unusual Interest— What 
Is Expected. 

The Mysterious Woman — Durrant's 
Alibi— There Was Another Man 
in the Church. 

San Francisco, Sept. 10. — The story of 
Blacohe Lamont's last journey will bB fully 
told in Judgo Murphy's courb room during 
tho present week, and tho proceedings will 
furnish a dramatic interest strongly in oon 
trasb to tho mathematical monotony of the 
paBt week. Eyes were on the young aohool 
girl and her escort on that April aftornuon, 
and tho owners of those oyes will tell of the 
stepa they saw taken on that tragic journey, 
Eyes were on the unBUBpeoting girl and the 
young man supposod to ba Durrant when 
they boardod tho oar at Powoll and Clay 
streets and when they entered the Birtletb 
atreot church, from whioh one of them was 
never to emerge alive. The ownors of thoso 
eyes will toll their stories, fully believing 
that their organs of vision were nob de- 
oelvod. Attorneys for the defence will 
Btoutly contend that they are mistaken; 
that thoir eyes havo played thom falsa and 
that it was nob Durrant, but somo other 
poraon tbey aaw with Blanche Limont. 

In two aasos at [least thero has b sen no 
ooncsalment that Durrant's attorneys would 
directly attaok the clearness of tho vision of 
bhe witnesses on the ground that there was 
a plain physical defeot in their oyos. Thoso 
two, by tho way, are the most important 
wituossos of the proseoution, Mra. Mary 
Vogol and Mrs. Carolino Leak. Mra. Leak, 
ib is understood, has oonfided to tho polioo 
that en tho day Durrant and tho jury visit- 
ed tho church she was easily able to idontify 
tho defendant in tho crowd on tho sidewalk 
from her window. She had nob beon pre- 
viously notified of hie coming, bub the mo- 
mont the party took up its stand on the 
sidewalk opposite she is said to have pioked 
bhe prisoner oub immediately. With Mrs. 
Vogol the tost will bo more aevore. On 
Saturday morning her oyos were examined 
by Optician Mullor and hie assistant, Harry 
Clark. They put her to all tho test? known 
to tho business and at the ond of the exam- 
ination pronounced her oyos to bo in good 
condition. They will testify, If called upon 
tho stand, that Mra. Vogel could easily have 
dlstinguiBed from her window the features 
of a man standing in front of the normal 
school. 

Tho mysterious woman of bho Durrant case 
has not been unearthed aa yet. Djapito the 
effortaof thodeteotivea andreportora, sho Is aa 
muoh of a myatory as over. Tho search for 
her has been as unremibting as it has been 
unsatisfactory, but it still goes eteadiiy on, 
as will the trial if the woman is never found. 
There are some people who place absolutely 
no reliance in the atory. Durrant acouts it, 
and tho police are not as confident aa they 
were some weeks ogo concerning her exist 
enoe, yet no atone will be left unturnod to 
produce her on the witnoas stand if she is 
roally of this earth. 

An ovening paper publishes a sensational 
story Btoting that Durrant wua nob the man 
who took Blanche Lamonb to Emanuel 
church. The defence olaimB a strong alibi 
for Durrant, and in addition will have wit- 
nesses to swear that nob only did nob Dur- 
rant commit the murder, bub will indloate 
who the murderer really Ib. Thore will be 
more than one person implicated. Witness- 
es will testify that they saw tho girl enter 
the ohuroh on that afternoon with a oertain 
man, and that at tho eamo time a socond 
man waa in the churoh. The defence 
will rost its Inquiry. It will not attempt to 
prove that those parties did commib bhe 
murder. The statements as to this are so 
direct that they will loave no ground for 
the prosecution to stand on as far aa Durrant 
is concerned. 
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"No, Maude dear, we really do nob know 
who should hold the atakea when a girl 
makes a bet of a dozen kiBsos with hor bast 
man."— Philadelphia Rooord.

Tho olty claims that when somo forty years 
ago tho Hudson's Bay Company sold the 
land in that vicinity, they stipulated that 
tho roads should be left for tho publio 
bonefib. Tho land afterwards passed into 
tho hands of Joremiah Naglo who divided lb 
up into lots, regardless of the fact that 
Craigflowcr road ran diagonally through the 
block in question, cutting somo of tho lotB. 
Rov. Mr. EIHbou and othera who purchasod 
theso lots consldtrthey were ontitlod to tho 
full ain of the lota, and tho olty has aa 
strongly held that the road was publio 
property and oould not be sold. There was 
troublo, It will be romombered, last year 
whon Rev. Mr. Ellison put a fenoo across 
tho road, tho rosulb being that tho fenco woe 
torn down. The Mayor states that a few 
daya ago Mr. Ellison had part of tho sido- 
walk on tho road running through his lot, 
taken up and moved to another piece.

London, Sepb. 10. — Tho Emperor Wil- 
liam and tho Emperor Francis Joseph of 
Austria attended the army maiojavrea ab 
Stottin to-day, whloh embraced a realistic 
representation of a battle, which lasted sev- 
eral hours. 

A third army corps of 20,000 Is to be or- 
ganized ready to sail from Madrid for Cuba 
in Novombor in oaeo of necossity. Adviooa 
have been recolved from Cuba thab tho 
Spanish defeated tho insurgents at Seboroul 
on Friday. Tho insurgents had ton killed 
and three of tho SpaniBh wero wounded. A 
Spanish deserter wbb oaptured and shot. 
Tho Imperial's Havana dispatch says that 
tho troops undor Col. Oliveria defeated a 
strong band of insurgents at Sitco Grande 
after a hand-to hand fight in whioh fifteen 
iuBurgonte wore killed by machotos. At 
Guiana the rcbula surprised tbo soldiors.who 
wore out foraging. Tho latter beat off tho 
inBurgontB, losing threo of their number, 
whilo tho insurgents lost six.
